This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Avian cells, claims 46, 51 , classified in class 435, subclass 349 
Hamster cells, claims 47, 52, 56, 57, classified in class 435, subclass 352 
Cow cells, claims 48, 53, 58, classified in class 435, subclass 325 
Monkey cells, claims 49, 54, classified in class 435, subclass 363 & 364 
Dog cells, claims 50, 55, classified in class 435, subclass 325 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim Is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 43-45, 59 are generic. 

The species are seen as patentably distinct because each is from a different kind 
of animal, and each species requires burdensome divergent search. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
